No, 12ftl81fl79-CS.II. — The rules competitive examinations 
to be held by the Staff Selection Commission (Ministry of 
Home Affairs) Department of Personnel and Administrative 
Reforms) New Delhi, once every two months during the year 
1980, on Second Saturday and Sunday and, if necessary, on 
the holiday/Sunday following thereafter, for the purpose of 
filling temporary vacancies in Grade D of the Central Secre- 
tariat Stenographer’* Service are published for general infor- 
mation, 

2. The number of vacancies in the Central Secretariat Steno- 
graphers’ Service to be filled on the result of the examination 
will be determined by Government from time to time and 
intimated to the Staff Selection Commission before the results 
of the examinations are announced by the Commission. TV 
approximate number for each examination will be 50. Reserva- 
tions will be made for candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes in respect of vacancies as mny be fixed 
by the Government of India. 
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Scheduled Castes /Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 1950; 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950; the Constitu-

For the purpose of admission they will be requir- 
ed to submit applications, on plain paper as in the form given 
in Appendix 11, which shall, after due scrutiny will be forward- 
ed by the Ministry /Department/ Office concerned to the Staff 
Selection commission latest by the 1st of the month preceding 
the month in which the examination is to be held. 

4, Any permanent or temporary regularly appointed L DC/ 
UDC of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service shall be eligi- 
ble to appear at the examination and compete for the vacan- 
cies. 

(1) Length of Service : He should have, onthe 1st January, 
1980 rendered not less than two years approved and continu- 
ous service in the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Divi- 
sion Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service, 

Note 1 : The limit of two years of approved and continuous 
service will also apply if the total reckonable service of a 
candidate is partly in the Lower Division Grade or I ho Upper 
Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service. 

Note 2 : Officers of the Lower Division Grade or the Upper 
Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service who 
aie ou deputation to ex-cadre posts with the approval of the 
competent authority will be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination, if otherwise eligible.

S.O. FT/FC/Hl/80. — In order to exploit the additional 
potential for fishing with the declaration of the Exclusive 
Economic Zone to a distance of 200 milcSj the Government 
have decided on measures for promoting indigenous manu- 
facture of fishing trawlers required for the development of 
deep sea fishing industry. These measures for achieving the 
desired objectives through an operational framework are as 
under : — 

(1) In the absence of any customs tariff protection to 
the indigenous trawler building industry, with a 
view to removing the inherent cost disadvantage 
vis-a-vis imported trawlers, a subsidy at a flat rate 
of 33% of the price of trawler will be provided 
to the indigenous trawler manufacturer. The indi- 
genous industry can, therefore, quote a firm price 
on this basis. As a measure of price discipline, 
it is contemplated to permit a price differential 
limited to 10% for indigenous trawlers. 

(2) A Trawler Development Support Fund (TDSF) 
would be operated for these purposes by an Em- 
powered Committee in the Department of Heavy 
Industry. 

(3) In the interests of monitoring the development of 
the Industry, the trawler builders would be specially 
registered /certified for which applications should be 
made to the Scctt. of the Empowered Committee for 
Trawlers in the Department of Heavy Industry. 
Such yards which have generated the requisite levels 
of skills and facilities would be certified under the 
scheme and would be eligible for the trawler deve- 
lopment support. 

(4) The trawler building industry would be organised 
on the basis of a ‘consortium* approach for maxi- 
mising the complementarities of small and large 
vards. The consortium on the West Coast would be 
led bv the Mazagon Docks Ltd- and in the Hast 
Coast by the Garden Reach Shipbuilders and Engi- 
neers Ltd. To further the development, of design 
competence, selective imports of drawings and 
designs for required fishing technologies would be 
allowed. 

(5) The trawler builders would undertake an effective 
marketing programme to make the prospective 
trawler buyers fully aware of the capabilities of the 
indigenous industry in terms of design, quality, deli- 
very schedules, workmanship and performance. 

(6) With a view to giving the Customers the flexibility 
to have imported equipment of their choice, imports 
of components and equipment would be permitted 
to the trawler builders without indigenous angle 
scrutiny upto a value of 20% of the cost of the 
trawler from a specified list. Thcs'e components 
and equipments would be permitted dutv frre import 
by such vards also who do not have bonded ware- 
housing arrangements. 

(7) The import of trawlers would be Permitted on a 
selective basis on considerations of cost, deliverv 
and special needs so as to ensure rapid development 
of the marine fishing industry consistent with the 
utilisation of facilities available in the indigenous 
trawler building industry. The import requirements 
would be determined by a Committee of Secretaries 
while the individual case? of import would be consi- 
dered bv the Fishing Vw*L Accmisition Committee 
(FVAC) in the Dcptf of Agriculture. 

The Empower ed Committee will review from time to time, 
the progress of the trawler bnildinv indu^rv and the deve- 
lopment of ancillnries. Tt will periodically modify the list o r 
equipments and components to be imported for fitment of 
trawlers.

It has been stressed that afforestation, flood control, soil con- 
servation, preservation of flora and fauna, proper land use 
planning, water and air pollution controls and judicious loca- 
tion of industries must be undertaken urgently. 

2. The specialised machinery implied in the President’s 
Address calls for the review of the existing laws and adminis- 
trative arrangements for the protection of the environment at 
the Central and the State levels and making appropriate re- 
commendations.

No- 14011 /2/78-Hcon.Py.— The Agricultural Prices ComiS' 
fiion was set up in January 1965 to advise on the price policy 
of agricultural commodities with a view to evolving a balanc- 
ed and integrated price structure in the perspective of the 
overall needs of the economy and with due regard to the 
interests of the producer and the consumer. Over the yean, 
the Commission has helped in the evolution of a stable and 
positive price policy for agricultural commodities. 

The agricultural situation has considerably changed sine# 
the setting up of the Commission. The area under irrigation 
and intensity of cropping are going up steadily. Consump- 
tion of fertilizers and pesticides has increased. Investment 
in Agriculture through institutional and other sources has 
risen. A number of policy decisions have been taken to give 
high priority to Agriculture and Rural Development. 

Agricultural production has as a result of these steps 
achieved a reasonable degree of stability and a process of 
increasing market orientation of the agricultural sector has 
set in. It is hence considered necessary to modify and ex- 
pand the terms of reference of the Agricultural Prices Com* 
mission. 

The terms of reference of the Commission would be as 
under : — 

L To advise on the price policy of paddy, ric#, wheat, 
jowar, bajra, maize, ragi. barley, gram, tur, moong, urad, 
sugarcane, groundnut, soyabean, sunflowerseed, rapeseed and 
mustard, cotton, jute, tobacco and such other commodities 
as the Government may indicate from time to time with a 
view to evolving a balanced and integrated price structure in 
the perspective of the overall needs of the economy and with 
due regard to the interests of the producer and the consumer. 

2. While recommending the price policy and the relative 
price structure, the Commission may keep in view the fol- 
lowing : 

(i) The need to provide incentive to the producer for 
adopting improved technology and for developing a 
production pattern broadly in the light of national 
requirements; 

(ii) The need to ensure rational utilisation of land, 
water and other production resources; 

(hi) The likely effect of the price policy on the rest of 
the economy, particularly on the cost of living, level 
of wages, industrial cost structure, etc. 

3. ^ The Commission may also suggest such non-price mea- 
sures as w'ould facilitate the achievement of the objectives set 
out in 1 above. 

4. To recommend from time to time, in respect of different 
agricultural commodities, measures necessary to make the 
price policy effective. 

5. To take into account the changes in terms of trade bet- 
ween agricultural and non-agricultural sectors. 

6. To examine, where necessary, the prevailing methods 
and cost of marketing of agricultural commodities in differ- 
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ent regions, suggest measures to reduce costs of marketing 
and recommend fair price margins for different stages of 
marketing. 

7. To keep under review the developing price situation and 
to make appropriate recommendations, as and when neces- 
saiy, within the framework of the overall price policy. 

8. To undertake studies in respect of different crops as 
may be prescribed by Government from time to time. 

9. To keep under review studies relating to the price policy 
and arrangements for collection of information regarding 
agricultural prices and other related data and suggest im- 
provements in the same, and to organise research studies in 
the field of price policy, 

10. To advise on any problems relating to agricultural 
prices and production thnt may be referred to it by Govern- 
ment from time to time. 

The Commission will maintain close touch with other agen- 
cies dealing with matters having a bearing on prices and 
production, including the Food Corporation of India, the 
Cotton Corporation of India and the Jute Corporation of 
Tndia. 

The Commission will determine its own procedures. It 
will be free to call for notes, memoranda, results of studies, 
data and any other material relevant, to its work from offi- 
cial and non-official bodies, and hold discussions with them, 

The Commission will submit reports to Government as and 
when necessary in respect of different commodities or groups 
thereof.

(iii) To collect and compile data in respect of projects 
under construction, those under consideration and 
under investigation including studies made by the 
State Government about the future water develop- 
ment. 

(iv) To undertake supplementary investigations and 
studies as necessary l'or preparing basin and regional 
plans for the development of water and land re- 
sources, giving due eonsi deration to alternative pro- 
posals that may be made by the State Governments 
based on adequate data and studies. 

fv) To prepare and present a comprehensive basin and 
regional plan for the op Li mum use of the Sone 
waters for irrigation and other multi-purpose uses 
taking into consideration possible use of Ganga 
water by lift. 

5. The Commission will be assisted by necessary support 
staff in the discharge of its functions indicated above. The 
Commission will submit periodical reports on its activities 
once every quarter to the Department of Irrigation. The 
Commission will complete its work in a period of 7 years. 

6. The expenditure on the Commission will be borne by the 
Government of India.
